It is my privilege to sit with the jury as it deliberates on the entries for the annual design awards. 
I help by explaining our categories, the awards that we offer, and trouble shoot any problems that 
might arise. | do not comment on the projects. 

It is the responsibility and privilege of the first vice president to pick the jury chair. This year, 
Chip Desmone, AIA picked Dan Huberty, FAIA, who is a principal in a large firm (ZGF Architects, 
Seattle, Washington) that does large-scale projects. Part of this was because Chip knows him and 
thinks highly of him, and part of it was that we hoped to ensure that large projects got their due. 

The evening before the deliberations, Chip and I took two members of the jury to dinner. This 
is helpful because it gives us time to explain our categories, the possible awards in each category, 
and to tell them a bit about AIA Pittsburgh and the city we call home. The jury comes away with 
an idea of who we are and how we work, all of which is helpful to them the next day. We had a very 
interesting conversation about the propensity of juries to award most of the prizes to small “jewel 
box” projects. The jury told us how most of the projects submitted to AIA Seattle’s design awards are 
residential and are most often the “jewel box” type project. This echoed the sentiments of last year’s 
lead juror Carol Burns, FAIA, who worked on the opposite coast in Boston. By contrast, the jury was 
astonished by how few houses are entered in AIA Pittsburgh’s design awards and this year was no 
exception. 

The next morning we started bright and early. Like years past, during the first part of the day not 
much is said. The jurors are busy going through the 100 or so submissions. They begin the process 
of whittling down the pile to the final few they will consider for the awards. The first part always 
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goes deceptively fast. In the past, the first vice president and I would be stuffing binders back into 
mailing boxes and organizing the remaining binders of the projects under consideration into piles. 
This year because the submissions were all electronic I checked email incessantly on my iPhone*® 
and read the newspaper. We broke for lunch and ate in the same room. After a quick lunch the 
deliberations began again. 

The hardest part is deciding which will be winners. Typically we start with as many as one third 
of the projects and the jury argues about which should be eliminated. By the time the pile is down to 
the projects that will actually win, it is time to decide what award each will be given. I explain the 
award categories again, there is more deliberation, and finally we have our winners. Then we work 
on jury comments. This is always a hard task at the end of a long day and I find myself constantly 
challenging them to say something other than “this is a really clean design”. This year’s jury worked 
‘hard on their comments and when Dan came to speak at our design award ceremony he had added 
even more comments. 

This year I also had the opportunity to attend AIA PA’s design awards ceremony. One project won 
a silver medal in historic preservation and the client asked to speak a few words. She spoke about 
how the architect team inspired the staff, got them through some tough problems, and basically gave 
their ‘all’ to the job. She concluded by saying “Whether you win an award or 
not, if your client feels the way I do about my architects then you are all 
winners. My architects are my friends and they have helped me realize a 
dream.” 

Congratulations to all of our winners and to all of you fora

Each year | look forward to AIA Pittsburgh’s two 
annual signature programs: Build Pittsburgh, of- 
fering continuing education seminars and a prod- 
uct showcase each spring, and Design Pittsburgh, 
recognizing the excellent work of our Pittsburgh 
colleagues through a month-long series of events 
each October. However, 2008 brought three new 
initiatives that have been the most memorable for 
me, and not merely for their novelty. This year AIA 
Pittsburgh commissioned a promotional video 
called the Digital Gallery, celebrated Pittsburgh’s 
first Pecha Kucha Night, and conducted 
a Survey on Civic Engagement. These 
activities, each in a strikingly distinctive 
manner, expressed our membership’s 
interest in interacting with and contrib- 
uting to our community. 

The film company, Lot 25, was com- 
missioned to produce the Digital Gal- 
lery, a video celebrating the character of the City 
of Pittsburgh and the role architects have played 
in shaping this very livable community. The vid- 
eo describes Pittsburgh’s own special blend of 
tradition and innovation and is AIA Pittsburgh’s 
gift to the City in honor of Pittsburgh’s 250" An- 
niversary. The Digital Gallery will be on view 
in January 2009 at the exhibition of America’s 
Favorite Architecture, a traveling show depict- 
ing the results ofa national survey conducted by 
the ATA. 

Pecha Kucha, meaning “the sound of conver- 
sation” in Japanese, is a fast-paced format where 
each presenter is allotted 20 seconds for each of 
20 slides. Pittsburgh’s first Pecha Kucha Night 
featured uniquely individual presentations by 
sixteen architects, graphic designers, painters, 
sculptors, photographers, musicians, and perfor- 
mance artists and was nothing shy of awesome! 
I offer a special nod to our own Columns editor, 
Becky Spevack, who provided a particularly en- 
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tertaining and revealing glimpse into her “geeky” 
(her word) and artistic awareness of space, pat- 
tern, and process. I commend Rachael Kelley in 
her success in securing the Pecha Kucha trade- 
mark rights for AIA Pittsburgh. You can count on 
more creative souls displaying their talents and 
encouraging conversation in the future! 

As part of AIA Pittsburgh’s dialogue on pub- 
lic engagement and in response to AIA Nation- 
al’s initiative to create a directory of Citizen Ar- 
chitects, we turned to our members for input. 
We were aware that many architects 
contribute to the community through 
service as well as through their work. 
To learn more about the interests and 
volunteer activities of AIA Pittsburgh 
members, a Survey on Civic Engage- 
ment was conducted. The results were 
noteworthy. Over half of the survey re- 
spondents are active on commissions, boards, or 
engaged in volunteer activities. This level of in- 
volvement is more than double that of the typical 
U.S. citizen. Itis also striking that AIA Pittsburgh 
members invest a significant amount of time vol- 
unteering, spending on average well over five 
hours a month serving their communities. These 
results, combined with the input provided in our 
Town Meeting will be used to develop AIA Pitts- 
burgh’s Policy on Public Engagement. | thank all 
of you who have provided valuable comment and 
insight in this process. 

It has been a great honor to serve as the 2008 
President of AIA Pittsburgh. The position has af- 
forded me the opportunity to witness the great 
effort and enthusiasm invested by our members, 
our staff, and our Board of Directors not only in 
the execution of member services and events, but 
in service to the greater community. Thank you.

How it Works 

Each year, AIA Pittsburgh hosts the De- 
sign Awards which are judged by an out of 
town jury and open to any member of AIA 
Pittsburgh, AIA Middle Pennsylvania, or 
any member of any AIA chapter across the 
country who has a project in the 22-county 
area represented by AIA Pittsburgh and AIA 
Middle Pennsylvania. The mission of these 
awards is to recognize and promote excel- 
lence in the craft of architecture, as created 
by the members of AIA. This year, awards 
were given in six categories: Architecture, 
Regional and Urban Design, Interior Archi- 
tecture, Architecture Detail/Craftsmanship, 
Open Plan and Landscape Architecture. 


What do the awards mean? 

« The Silver Medal is AIA Pittsburgh’s highest 
award and is presented at the jury’s discretion. 
It is only presented in the Architecture catego- 
ry. Only one Silver Medal can be awarded and 
the jury may choose not to award it. The last 
Silver Medal was awarded to Bohlin Cywinski 
Jackson for The Barn at Fallingwater in 2005. 


« Honor Awards are granted for overall excel- 
lence to projects in the Architectural, Regional 
and Urban Design, and Interior Architecture 
categories. Certificates of Merit recognize an 
outstanding aspect of a project such as detail- 
ing or adaptive reuse. Open Plan and Archi- 
tectural Detail / Craftsmanship projects are 
only eligible for Awards of Excellence. 


e The Green Design Citation, presented this 
year by SOTA Construction, recognizes proj- 
ects that have integrated green building strat- 
egies and practices into the design to reduce 
environmental impact. This award also rec- 
ognizes the growing impact that buildings 
have on human health, worker productivity, 
and environmental and regional prosperity. 
Projects in the Architectural and Interior Ar- 
chitecture categories are eligible for Green 
Design Citations. 


The jury may award as many or as few Honor 
Awards, Certificates of Merit or Awards of Ex- 
cellence as they like.

DESCRIPTION: The Meadowcroft Rockshelter is one of 
the largest intact rockshelters in Pennsylvania. The 
project creates an enclosure that both protects and 
interprets one of the most important sites excavated 
in the United States in a way that helps visitors un- 
derstand the natural and cultural importance of the 
this National Historic Landmark. 


JURY COMMENTS: The structure is very well fitted into 
a sensitive site. It builds a sense of reverence for the 
site through the architecture. Great architecture is 
about detailing and putting materials together; this 
project is beautifully detailed and we applaud the 
sense of craft. The structure skillfully recreates the 
sense of a cave without being too literal. The use of 
wood warms up the cave and gives it life. There is an 
honesty to the project — it is not a ‘Disney’ experience.

The contrast between the outer and inner aspects 

of the L-shaped plan recalls the geode: an opaque, 
earth-textured exterior with a crystalline, refractive 
interior. 


JURY COMMENTS: The architect very successfully 
breaks down the scale of this large building. There 

is a sense of finesse to the detailing. The interior 
spaces successfully juxtapose different materials like 
steel and copper. There is a skillful use of daylight 

to bring the space to light. The building has a very 
modern side and a very traditional side that are 
brilliantly juxtaposed. This project was the most ac- 
complished large scale building the jury saw in all of 
the submissions.

The South Aiken 
House is an eloquent demonstration of sustainability, 
the creative use of an unbuildable site, and sensitive 
siting which maximizes passive opportunities and 
shows that less really is more. This is an example 

of good urban infill done in an interesting way. The 
structural dynamics are very expressive in this small 
house.

DESCRIPTION: This project for the Carnegie Mellon 
University School of Architecture houses advanced 
prototyping and digital fabrication equipment and 
acts as a hands-on learning laboratory. Design 
research relying upon the use of the tools within 
the lab informed the final project outcome. Marine 
grade birch plywood is used as the primary material 
throughout the lab for its economy, durability, and 
relative ease of working. The project design seeks to 
achieve an expressive thickness within this inher- 
ently thin material through investigations that take 
on different forms throughout the space. 


JURY COMMENTS: We applaud the involvement of the 
architecture students in developing the design. The 

architect illustrated the technology that is available 
in the lab itself through the forming of the material 

to create the finishes and aesthetic. The final design 
transformed the materials and gave them a new life 
by using the thickness of the material in addition to 
the normal planar use of plywood. The project also 

demonstrates an ingenious use of lighting.

A new collaborative event comes to Pittsburgh

When AIA Pittsburgh first learned of this global event with the hard-to-pronounce name, the 
office knew it could be a great opportunity for the region’s architects and designers. But it turned 


out to be much more... 


Step 1: PRACTICE PRONUNCIATION 


Pecha Kucha. Pay-cha Koo-cha? 
Pee-ka Kah-cha? No, no, no. Pe- 
cha Kucha Night (pronoucned 
pay-chalk-cha) was devised by 
Astrid Klein and Mark Dytham 
of Klein Dytham Architecture 


> in Tokyo. It was an event con- 
ceived as an informal place for young designers 
to meet, network, and show their work to the 
public. The idea is that each presenter is allowed 
to show 20 images, with each image shown for 
just 20 seconds — 6 minutes, 40 seconds to talk 
about work, art, ideas, and then the time is up. 
This format has tapped into a demand for cre- 
ative people across the globe. Since the first 
Pecha Kucha Night was held in 2003, the event

Step 2: EXPLANATION AND 
SOLICITATION 


AIA Pittsburgh learned of this event through a 
member of the chapter who brought a maga- 
zine article about Pecha Kucha into the office to 
share. It sounded like a great idea, one which 
the organization hoped would bridge not only 
the different generations of architects, but also 
bring together a wide range of creative people 
from the larger arts community. After much re- 
search, it was decided that, October — the month 
of Design Pittsburgh — would be the perfect time 
to introduce this creative conversation to the 
city of Pittsburgh. A committee was formed to 
help guide the process, headed by Dutch Mac- 
Donald, AIA of MAYA Design. Also, AIGA Pitts- 
burgh — the society of design — was brought on 
board as a partner. 

Meetings were held and ideas were ex- 
changed. Having never done this before, there 
were a lot of unknowns. Would anyone want to 
participate? Would anyone attend? To spread 
the word as far as possible, the members of the 
committee tapped into their own contacts and 
resources, sending the Call for Presenters to as 
many people, organizations, communities, and 
schools as possible. Fingers were crossed, and 
all that could be done was to wait. 

Slowly, responses started to trickle in. An 
architect, Rob Pfaffmann, AIA, was one of the 
first. Then a painter, and another, and anoth- 
er. Over the course of four weeks, 16 propos- 
als were sent in, each uniquely its own. Each 
emailed response brought with it a sense of ex- 
citement, and that excitement would last right 
up to the evening of the event. AIA Pittsburgh 
had also started to realize that there was some 
interest from the public. Throughout October, 
as the event was being advertised, phone calls 
would be received almost daily in which the

caller would ask about an event they had read 
about and then pause as they tried an attempt at 


ronouncing ‘Pecha Kucha’.

Step 3: BREAK A LEG 


A quick run-through the evening before helped 
calm some nerves, but not all. Dutch MacDon- 
ald, AIA, who had been instrumental in orga- 
nizing the event, had agreed to MC the event. 
The artists were asked to show up early, to be 
given a pep-talk and the order in which they 
would present. The slides were in order, a sea of 
chairs lined up facing the projection screen, and 
everyone stood around, waiting for Pittsburgh’s 
first Pecha Kucha Night to get underway. 

A handful of people showed up, then more 
people, until a steady stream was flowing into 
the space. A crowd had materialized, a large, at- 
tentive crowd that filed into the rows of seats and 
eagerly awaited to find out what this event with 
the odd name was all about. The microphone 
was switched on, and with that, the conversa- 
tion was started. Each presentation was incred- 


ibly different, with some presenting ideas, some

presenting painting, photography, installations, 
architecture, life. An intermission halfway 
through created a chance to interact with the 
various presenters, and the feedback that was 
heard helped create a sense of accomplishment 
— everyone was enjoying themselves! At the end 
of the night, everyone who remained had noth- 
ing but positive words, asking when the next 
Pecha Kucha Night would be held. 


Step 4: THE CONVERSATION 
CONTINUES 

AIA Pittsburgh and AIGA Pittsburgh have one 
successful Pecha Kucha Night under their belt, 
but look to expand and enhance the conversa- 
tion. Now that the community has a better idea 
of what exactly it is, hopes are high that the next 
event will be even better, pulling artists and 
creative-types from all corners of the city. Inter- 
ested or know someone who might be?
